Six men identified Fay as a mem- 
ber of a gang of three that was 
“shaking down” saloons. Motor- 
cycle Policeman Hugh Billington of 
Newark was named as another 
member of the gang. 

CHARGE OF EXTORTION 

These six men identified Fay at 
police headquarters after he was 
arrested on a charge of extortion. 
They said Fay and his group posed 
as “revenue men” when they tried 
to shake down the saloon keepers. 
Morris Gelb and William Nitchber- 
ger, two saloon keepers, were among 
the accusers. 

Pay was already looming as & 
power in labor and political circles. 
He got the charges quashed even- 
tually and soon went into the saloon 
business himself. 

Pay was following the pattern 
set by “Teddy” Brandle, the big 
building trades shot of those days, 
in entering the saloon business. 
Brandle ran a saloon too, but his 
booze line was only small potatoes 
to the building materials supply 
business, which he ran with Boss 
Frank Hague. 

Pay, the boss of the operating 
engineers of northern New Jersey, 
followed Brandle into the contract- 
ing field too. He t into the 
hoisting and excavating contracting 
game and his saloon at 4 Fleming 
street was his contracting office 
also.

Cementing himself in Democratic 
politics meanwhile, Fay organized 
the Joseph Fay Association that ran 
voters to the polls to vote -for 


too. They gave him a bad name, 
and was thrown for a loss when he 
tried to muscle into a juicy city 
contract that approached the mil- 
lion dollar mark. 

Pay’s contracting company put in 
the low bid on the Newark-Engle- 
wood pipeline job. He bid $888,480, 
but city authorities threw his bid 
out on charges of irregularities. His 
unsuccessful legal defender on this 
job was the notorious Merritt Lane, 
chief union buster in the New Jersey 
bar and later counsel for the 
Liberty League. 

Other big contracts fattened his 
purse, however. One $2,000,000 job, 
employing 200 men came in 1929 
and that year Fay and Brandle 
travelled like lords through Europe 
and got a royal welcome at the 
Jersey docks on their return home. 

Boss Frank Hague himself ordered 
out the city band to hail the two 
contractor-labor leaders as they 
stepped off the gang plank in 
Jersey City. | 


GETS VOTES FOR HAGUE 


Hague kicked Brandle out of the 
New Jersey boodle gang three years 
later during the strike on the Pu- 
laski skyway, but Fay survived in 
the master’s favor. Fay was Hague’s 
ace in the hole last fall at the New 
Jersey Federation of Labor conven- 
tion, where he lined up key dele-
